PLO Leaders Meet After Defeat

BEIRUT. Sept. 30 «NYT’.— 
Yassir Arafat and most of the 
ranking leaders of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization were 
closeted at a military command 
post in the mountain village of 
Aley today when a heavy-calioer 
artillery shell crashed into a 
building 50 yards across the 
street.

No Special Privileges 

The President defended the 
propriety of this hospitality, say- 
ing that he had known the people 
he had been playing golf with 
for many years and that they had 
not sought or received “special 
privilege or anything that was 
improper.” 

“I enjoy the compony of people 
while I am playing golf.” Mr. 
Ford said. “Every persou that 
has been involved in these alle- 
gations I have reciprocated with 
as far as they coming either to 
my golf club or coming to my 
home. There has been, I would 
Say, substantial reciprocity.” 

The President at first said he 
had never discussed any legisla- 
tive business with Wiliam Whyte, 
the U.S. Steel lobbyist and a 
long-time friend, or other iobby- 
ists with whom he played golf. 
Later, he amended this to say 
that he may have talked “in a 
casual way. .. about certain mat- 
ters.” 

Tn any éyent, Mr. Ford said, he 
felt he could separate his per- 
sonal friendships from his busi- 
mess aS 8, congressman. 

“I dont consider these infre- 
quent weekends a violation of 
cither the rules of the House or 
any ethieal standards.” Mr. Ford 
said. 

The House in 1968 approved 
an ethics code forbidding mem- 
bers from taking gifts of sub- 
stance or value from persons at- 
tempting to influence legisla- 
tion. 

In answering questions about 
the Watergate special prosecutor's 
investigation, the President re- 
peatedly emphasized his support 
of the prosecutor's function and 
expressed regret, that the House 
had not approved a Senate- 
passed bill making the office a 
permanent one. He said that he 
had “full confidence” in Special

. Britain’s Borrowing 


There is coming to be seen a clearer oppo- 
sition between what is economically neces- 
sary and what is conventionally regarded 
26 politicaliy practicable. The point which 
must surely be obvious now is that more 
weight must be given, whatever cond{tions 
the International Monetary Fund may or 
may not impose, to what is economically 
necessary. No doubt there is a body of 
opinion within the Labor party which will 
regard the possibility of “dictation” by the 
fund as a further argument In favor of full- 
scale import controls and conducting a siege 
economy. But. as the chancellor himself 
pointed out only last weekend, this is no 
answer to the problems of a country so 
heavily dependent on exports as the United 
Kingdom. Quite apart from the near-cer- 
tainty of retaliation at a time when other 
countries too have unemployment problems, 
protection is precisely the worst way of im- 
proving the efficiency of British industry. 
The alternative is to tighten the money 
supply more effectively—a process which. as 
the experience of Germany has recently 


shown, may well Teduce unemployment by 
bringing down inflationary expectations.

That was 
the hope of the Southern popu- 
lists 9 century ago. until they 
sold out to racism.
